Abdul Hamid, former Sultan of 
Turkey, has gone violently insane, 
has killed two of his wives, and is 
now confined in irons, 

The murder of the two women, 
who were among those who accom- 
panied Abdul Hamid from Constan- 
tinople when he was exiled by the 
Young Turks, was particularly 


cruel, He choked one of them to 
death with his own hands, and 
dashed the other so violently 


against the wall that she died a few 
hours later, according to one of the 
men who have been guarding the 
deposed ruler at his villa, where he 
is spending his last days. 

The ex-Sultan was subdued caly 
after a fierce struggie in which he 
himself was stverely injured, 

Abdul Hamid is confined in a 
dungeon beneath the villa Allatiae 
i, While set apart for him as 
a vesidence, is in reality his prison. 
He was sent therein April, 1809, 
when the Turkish — revolution 
brought about by the Young Turk 
por was finally completed, and 
sultan Mchammed V. ascended the

Abdul Hamid had reigned 
thirty rears up to that time, 
deluged his empire in biocd 
had kept 200,000 spies to betray 
their fellow-citizens.

for the cave and found what is no doubt 
the long lost hatchet, which Meyers left 
near the cave so many years &; A letter 
M is cut into one side of the het, ap- 
parently witb a sharp chisel and still shows 
Plainly, Mr. Asbley, of Belleville, whose 
mother’s name was Myers, when shown 
the hatchet, and saw the letter M on it 
said-at once that he believed it was the 
identical hatchet which young Myers left 
near the cave. Mr. Daily Lake, & man 
about 80 years old, who has lived at the 
foot of Missanaga Lake for nearly fifty 
‘8, and who knew the Myers and Van- 
families, said as soon as he saw it 
and was told where it was found, that he 
was certain it had belonged to Myers and 
was the one he left near the cave. Messrs. 
Scott and Sills tound this hatobet right 
back of the anvil rook on top of the moun- 
tain, and close beside the wall of rock 
mentioned by Myers, It had evidently 
been stuck ina pine tree and when the 
tree was burned down had fallen to the 
roct of the tree blade down and nothing 
but a portion of the head remained ex- 
posed. Many men who have husted for 
the cave consulted oclairvoyants and 
mediums t> see if they could say where it 
Was and nearly all of them have said it 
was in that vicinity but could go no nearer.

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TWO DREADNOUGHTS BEGUN 
IN ENGLAND. si 


Each Will Be Twice as Powerful as 
Was the Original 
Dreadnought. 


Ever since a certain Power ob- 
tained the complete designs of 
Britain’s first Dreadnought before 
that vessel was ready for launching 
the British Admiralty has display- 
ed an amount of secrecy over its 
naval shipbuilding that could not 
be surpassed even in Germany, 
writes a London correspondent. 
The utmost precautions have been 
taken to guard the secrets of the 
two battleships King George V. 
and Centurion, which were . begun 
on Monday. Only a very few priv- 
ileged persons were present at the 
keel laying of these vessels, and 
press representatives and photo- 
graphers were barred from the 
ceremony. 

The King George V. is being con- 
structed at Portsmouth naval dock- 
yard, and the Centurion at the 
Devonport naval dockyard. No de- 
tails of their design are officially 
obtainable, nor have any particu- 
lars of their dimensions been sup- 
plied, but enough is known of the 
vessels to give figures which will 
prove approximately correct. 

The vessels are two of the five 
first class battleships provided in 
the 1910-11 naval estimates. All of | 
these ships have been ordered. | 
They are as follows: King George 
V., Centurion, Ajax, Audaciqus, 
and a battleship cruiser. 

The first four will be sister ships 
of the super-Dreadnought type, 
and they will embody many

upon vessels of the Orion class, 
their immediate precedecessors, of 
which four are building for the na- 
vy. The following comparison of 
the King George V. with the Orion 
and the original Dreadnought will

The distribu- 
tion of the armament is not yet 
known, but it is assumed that all 
the ten 13.5 inch twin barbettes 
will be on the centre line, with the 
second and fourth so raised as to 
permit of a four gun fire ahead 
and astern, All ten can fire on the 
broadside with large arcs of fire. 
The 13.5 inch gun will fire a 1,250 
pound shell.

Every Sect and Tribe Has Separ- 
ate Festivals.

SECRETS OF THE SEA. 

Everybody has read of the dis- 
coveries made by dredging the sea- 
bottom along the shore of the an- 
tarctic continent but few have any 
idea how the work is done when 
the surface of the ocean is covered 
with ice five feet or more in thick- 
ness. The method employed is in- 
terestingly illustrated in the recent 
reports of the British Ansarctic 
Expedition of 1907-9. Holes are 
made in the ice a considerable dis- 
tance apart, and a cable, to which 


a dredge is. attached, descends 
through one hole and rges 
through the other. The dredge is 


so arranged that the open side is 
drawn ahead by pulling a cable. 
Ahead of the dredge a weight is at- 
tached which serves to keep the 
dredge on the bottom and in the 
right position. The cable is pulled 
by a man advancing from the for- 
ward hole as fast as it is paid out 
by another stationed at the rear 
hole. Thus, living creatures, as 
strange as the world as they in- 
habit, are brought up from be- 
neath the eternal ice-sheet’
